Editor: A “red letter” day om our 
calendar is the 4-H and Farm 
Bureau overnight camp. 


Let us appreciate the foresight 
of the members of the board of 
supervisors of days gone by for ac- 
quiring the El Dorado County camp 
site. There are no ‘keep. out” 
signs. Thanks to the Forest Ser- 
vice, it is kept in fine shape and 
enlarged so that there are now 
more than a hundred camping 
spaces. A wonderful growth of 
young timber adds to its recreation- 
al value. No wonder 4,500 people 
last year enjoyed Lake Tahoe, Cali- 
fornia’s “Lake of the Skies,” there. 


Most of the “over-nighters’” had 
to return to their farms the next 
day but the Rescue banking frater- 
nity of twenty-eight members al- 
ways make it a three or four day va- 
cation. One Scotchman among 
them figures it costs so much to go 
and so much to come back that it, 
is the least expense to stay for a 
while. 


Everybody enjoyed the trip to 
Cave Rock, an inspiration to any 
naturalist. While there we heard 
someone say “It is too bad the Lake 
Tahoe region wasn’t made a na- 
tional park years ago so that the 
whole might belong to the people.” 


Rescue’s fishing fools went up to 
Star Lake, which nestles at an ele- 
vation of 9,000 feet. The last two 
and a falf miles is a stiff climb. 
While they were at their favorite 
spot (got about 60) Otto Wunschel, 
a young naturalist, and yours truly 
went to the top of Job’s Sister’s 
peak, nearly 11,000 feet. Here you 
have a bird’s eye view of Carson 
Valley with its square alfalfa fields 
and its settlements tucked away 
among the trees. A stiff breeze was 
blowing up there and patches of 
snow here and there. 

Its official register, consisting of 
a baking powder can, weather-beat- 
en and weighted down with rocks, 
had amongst them the names of 
Allan and Don Goodrich of Plac- 
erville (1938). Will have to take up 
a larger can as the present one is 
well stuffed. One fellow wrote ‘no 
more trails for me.” Another saw 
“four pink elephants.” Last year 
we found three feet of solid snow 
and four inches of loose snow for 
miles around Star Lake. Not so 
this year. 


Next morning, “Hope Valley or 
bust” was the early cry of the 
fishermen. ‘You hikers had better 
come along, “said the chief,” and 
go up to the lava caps above Crater 
Lake. It was the first time we ever 
heard of Crater Lake in California. 
It’s in Alpine County. 


It’s a three-mile hike from the 
main road. Its elevation must be 
about 8,500 feet. There are a num- 
ber of waterfalls in the canyon. At 
the dam of the lake there is the 
“Wolfermite mine” having moved 
up there recently from a lower level. 
It employes about ten men. The 
camp nestles in the canyon with a 
beautiful waterfall in the  back- 
ground. There were seven in this 
party beside the two mentioned be- 
fore, including Betty Behm, Doro- 
thy Muir, Elinor Lynch, Hathilda 
Williamson and Eileen Veerkmp. 


Resting for lunch at the dam, the 
last two decided not to go to the 
top. Back of the lake the moun- 
tains rise very steep, so it was de- 
cided to go up the side, which was 
covered with loose rock. Reaching 
an elevation of about 9,500 feet, we 
walked around the rim of the crat- 
er. Here we found great columns 
of lava cemented together. Thous- 
ands of small and big rocks in na- 
tural concrete. There were large 
patches of snow three to four feet 
deep and a royal skiing party was 
had. We tried to measure the 
depth of the snow but the stick 
would go no farther than a few 
inches. Here, too, a stong breeze 
was blowing and it kept poor Otto 
busy running down the girls’ hats. 


Looking around from this eleva- 
tion, we could readily see why this 
was called Alpine County. There 
are many snow. covered peaks 
around the 10,000 foot level. Here 
we found petrified wood which af- 
terward must have gone through 
terrific heat as it is well glazed. 
There was also volcanic ash. You 
could see where the lava hal over- 
flowed, forming layer upon layer. 


Believe it or not, at this elevation 
we found large grasshopper tourists. 
Coming back we decided to come 
down the steep sides of the crates. 
We had to creep most of the time 
and the writer was greatly impressed 
by the calmness of the young folks. 
About forty more fish were brought 
home that night. 


The next day nearly all went up 
the Mt. Rose highway which crosses 
the mountains between the lake and 
Reno at an elevation of nearly 9,000 
feet. We looked into Nevada and 
we all sang “I Love You California.” 
From this highway you behold a 
wonderful, view of the lake. 


The chief said, “I was all over the 
mountains but never over the Don- 
ner summit.” So part of the big, 
happy Rescue family went home 
way home. All went home refresh- 
ed in body and mind, keeping pleas- 
ant memories of a well spent vaca- 
tion.

Preserving Fruit Juices 

Fruit juices are good to use in 
gelatin dishes, ice cream, sherbet, 
puddings and in drinks. To pre- 
serve them, select sound, ripe fruit 
and heat slowly to the simmering 
point then press out the juice from 
the fruit and strain it through a 
double thickness of cheesecloth. If 
juice free from sediment is desired, 
let it stand in a cool place for a 
few hours, then pour or siphon the 
clear juice from the dregs. 

The addition of sugar to fruit 
juices will give them a finer flavor, 
about one cup of sugar to a gallon 
of juice. Pour the warm juice into 
sterilized bottles, put on sterilized 
corks lightly, set on a rack in a 
water bath up to the neck of the 
bottles and simmer in this contain- 
er for thirty minutes after the wat- 
er begins to boil. Remove the bot- 
tles from the container, press the 
corks tight and when cool, dip the 
tops into sealing wax. If bottled 
withous sugar, these juices may be 
used for jelly.

To keep waxed floors attractive, 
gather up the dust on them with 
a soft brush or a dustmop. Givé 
them frequent waxings with a 
| weighted brush, but do not use too 
much oil at one time. Use only 
the very little which can be rubbed

spots and it will be sufficient to 
‘spread over the little used spots 
which do not need refinishing and 
will not absorb much.
